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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 



1. Claims 6 and 12-13 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 
6 should recite "from 2 to 70 urn" and claims 12-13 should recite "1300 to 1400 degrees 
C". Appropriate correction is required. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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4. Claims 1 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Matsubara et al. (6,589,696) or 
Matsubara et al. further evidenced by Fujimoto et al. (5,686,138) and Kojima et al. (JP 
2001-106516, abstract). 

Matsubara et al. teaches in column 10, lines 24-26 and 47-52, a negative 
electrode active material for a battery comprising a core comprising one or more 
graphite particles and one or more silicon micro-particles. Matsubara et al. teaches in 
column 5, lines 19-55, that the silicon particles attach on the surface of a plurality of 
graphite particles and a carbon film coats the surface of the particles. A graphite 
particle would inherently have a 002 plane interval d002 of less than 0.337 nm and the 
amorphous carbon layer would inherently have a 002 plane interval d002 of more than 
0.37 nm because this is an inherent feature of these specified carbon. 

As further evidence, Fujimoto et a!, teaches in column 2, lines 5-15, that a 
negative electrode composed mainly of carbon material which comprises as an only or 
principal component, a graphite having a d002 value obtained by the X-ray diffraction 
method of 3.354 to 3.370 A (0.3354-0.337 nm) and Kojima et al. teaches that the 
interlayer distance d002 of an amorphous carbon is 0.4 nm or more.

Claims 12-13 are allowed. 
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5. Claims 2-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
